Can't Starve Am erican People 
It will be im possible to starve the 
American iieople or to bring us to tile 
condition now 
existing in Germany, 
Boland and Belgium." said the speak­ 
er. 
"Our production of the two staple 
crops of corn and 
potatoes, 
in 
the 
largest quantity of any country in tile 
world, relieves us of liny serious fear 
of actual suffering probably under any 
condition that ra n be fort seen. We are 
entering (lie w ar with our food sup­ 
plies considerably depleted below nor­ 
mal. The shortage of corn, wheat, bar­ 
ley and oats as com pared with the av­ 
erage of the two previous years is 
Corn, 225 million bushels; wheat, 97 
million; barley, Ii million; oats, 94 
million. 
The general belief exists that 
our live stock has as a result been seri­ 
ously depleted. 
However, there does 
not seem to have been a very striking 
decrease.
